Inquest verdict 
on local woman 


A Cowbridge woman who was found dead 
at Southerndown ‘took her own life while 
suffering from depression’, an inquest 
has decided.

Landlord praises 
council for road 
safety response 


THE Vale Council 
has been praised by 
a local pub landlord 
for responding to a 
request for a safety 
improvement just 
outside Cowbridge. 

Arthur O’Leary, who 
took over the Cross Inn a 
year ago, is delighted 
that a new road safety 
mirror has been installed 
to make turning onto the 
main road much safer. 

Mr O'Leary told The 
GEM: “There have been 
accidents on the main 
road near the Cross Inn 
for as long as anyone 
can remember. When I 
arrived at the pub, I felt 
that one definite problem 
was the restricted view 
as drivers tried to join 
the main road, particu¬ 
larly when turning right. 


“I felt strongly about 
it and approached the 
Vale Council. I was quite 
prepared to pay for it, 
because I felt it would 
make a difference. ” 

There was good news 
on two fronts for Mr 
O’Leary. First, council 
highways officers agreed 
with him, and the instal¬ 
lation of the new mirror 
means that drivers can 
now scan around 100 
yards down the road as 
they prepare to pull out. 

Second, it turned out 
that council rules mean 
that private individuals 
are not allowed to pay 
for highway signs and 
safety features, so the 
council picked up the 
tab!

Historic castle re-opens 


OLD Beaupre Castle in the Vale 
will re-open tomorrow (March 18) 
following its closure, due to essen¬ 
tial structural and conservation 
works on its magnificently carved 
Renaissance porch.

CHILL easterly breezes 
are holding the bees in 
check, but on days that 
are free of these cooling 
factors, the bees are out 
and can be seen returning 
with pollen.

Just as soon as conditions 
allow, that is when we get into 
double figure temperatures and 
hopefully less wind, all the hives 
will be opened up and their con¬ 
dition and needs assessed. 

Clean frames holding new 
wax will be inserted where need¬ 
ed. Older frames that have been 
in use for a couple of seasons, 
where the wax is looking much 
darker than others around them, 
will be put into my solar-melter 
(a wooden box with a double 


glazed lid). 

This solar device will be used 
throughout the summer months 
(hopefully hot) and will melt the 
wax in these older frames. The 
melted wax collects in a silicon 
rubber bread tin, and as the 
evening sets in, the wax solidi¬ 
fies. I can then open up the box 
and remove this block of wax. 

Should I need to, I can recycle 
this wax myself but that which I 
have from the previous season 
will go with me to the beekeep¬ 
ers spring convention at the 
Royal Welsh Showground 
(Builth Wells) on Saturday 
March 26. 

Here it can be exchanged for 
wax in sheet form that is suited 
to fit the various frames used 
within a beehive. Suppliers of 
beekeeping equipment attend the 
convention and sell all relevant 
items ie., suits, smokers, gloves, 
hives and so on. 

For myself, I will be ordering 
honey jars and labels, plus bits 
and pieces to meet my needs for 
the coming season. 

As of yet it is a waiting game, 


and I must exercise patience. 
What will this season bring about 
for the bees and myself? The 
queen-raising programme is cer¬ 
tainly on the cards, and the class¬ 
es for beginners will begin short¬ 
ly- 

These classes will provide a 
practical as well as theoretical 
experience for them, as well as 
hopefully launching an interest¬ 
ing and rewarding (sometimes) 
hobby. 

The mite problem (Varroa) is 
still with us and the newcomers 
will be informed as to what they 
must do to manage their hives 
and combat this menace. Other 
exotic and much more damaging 
pests are on the horizon. 

Established beekeepers are 
now being made aware of these 
and we, in our turn, must make 
the newcomers aware of them 
also. 

In this world of global mer¬ 
chandising, it is all too easy to 
introduce alien species to areas 
where they would not normally 
be found.

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Fond tributes as Llantwit folk 
remember their family doctor 


THE recent death of Dr 
Peter Thomas of 
Llantwit Major has 
prompted many person¬ 
al tributes that have 
been sent to the GEM. 

A common factor is 
the way that Dr Thomas 
touched the lives of so 
many local people, 
through his bedside 
manner and his medical 
skill - and we are 
delighted to publish 
them below. 

However, the first 
contribution, appropri¬ 
ately, has been made on 
behalf of friends and 
former colleagues at the 
Eryl Surgery by Dr John 
Crimmins. 

He remembers a man 
of extraordinary energy 
and curiosity, who 
packed a great deal 
more into his life than 
the average. 

H IS many 

friends and 
former patients 
were sorry to hear of 
the recent death of Dr 
Peter Thomas who 
had served the com¬ 
munities of Llanwit 
Major, St Athan and 
Rhoose as a general 
practitioner from the 
1950s up to his retire¬ 
ment in 1990. 

Peter Thomas was 
brought up in 
Pontardawe, from a coal 
mining family back¬ 
ground and attended 
local grammar school 
before gaining a place at 
the Welsh National 
School of Medicine. 

After national service 
in the RAF, he settled 
into practice in the Vale 
and rapidly became a 
popular and integral fig¬ 
ure in the area. 

He epitomised every¬ 
thing good about being a 
family doctor combining 
medical excellence with 
care and compassion. 

His involvement in the 
area certainly was not 
limited to his contribu¬ 
tion as a GP though, and 
he was prominent in sev¬ 
eral other areas, serving 
as a town councillor and 


being an active member 
of numerous clubs and 
societies. 

Peter was a true poly¬ 
math and as well as med¬ 
icine, he had a great 
interest and love of his¬ 
tory, languages and poet¬ 
ry. 

His particular interests 
in history were medical 
and Welsh history. He 
published numerous arti¬ 
cles and managed to 
combine his interests 
with studies of famous 
past medical men of 
Wales. 

He was a fellow of the 
Royal College of 
General Practitioners and 
was for many years the 
curator of the museum at 
that college. 

In recognition of his 
work in the field of his¬ 
tory of medicine, he was 
made an honorary fellow 
of the Faculty of the 
History of Medicine. 

On a more local level, 
he was a frequent con¬ 
tributor to the 
Glamorgan History 
series of books. 

Peter was passionate 
about the Welsh lan¬ 
guage and never missed 
an opportunity to con¬ 
verse in “the language of 
the gods”. He did not 
restrict his interests to 
Welsh, though, and was 
an enthusiastic partici¬ 
pant in events organised 
by the town twinning 
committee, both locally 
and in France and 
enjoyed practising his 
French. 

His interest in lan¬ 
guage extended to both 
studying and writing 
poetry both in English 
and Welsh, and he con¬ 
tributed enormously to 
many ‘Poems and Pints’ 
evenings. 

He had a lifelong 
interest in rugby. As a 
student, he had played in 
the Cardiff medicals 
rugby team with, among 
others, Dr Jack 
Matthews, who 
described Peter as having 
been a “formidable” for¬ 
ward; he subsequently 
played for Llantwit 
Major RFC. 
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He continued his asso¬ 
ciation with the club 
throughout his life, act¬ 
ing as honorary medical 
officer for many years, 
and was until very 
recently a regular at the 
Rugby Club supper 
evenings. 

Above all, though, 
Peter was a family man 
and was married to 
Dorothy, who prede¬ 
ceased him, for 60 
years. Their sons, daugh¬ 
ter and grandchildren 
were a continuous source 
of pride and pleasure to 
him. 

Peter Thomas was in 
many ways a larger than 
life character and will be 
fondly remembered by 
all who knew him. 

For my part it was a 
privilege to have known 
him and an honour to 
have worked with him 
and I am sure this is true 
of all the doctors, nurses 
and ancillary staff who 
were fortunate enough to 
share their working life 
with Dr Peter Thomas.

Mrs Sharon Jackson 
told The GEM: “He was 
a lovely man, so ki nd 
and caring and he knew 
everyone in Llantwit 
Major and who they 
were connected to. 

“He came to Llantwit 
after being a doctor in 
the RAL and had little 
experience with women 
patients. 

“I was the first baby 
he helped bring into the 
world! 

“Every time I visited 
him he would say: ‘ Let’s 
see now, I came in 
January, and you were 
born in March. 

“He was a real family 
doctor.” 

Mrs Myrna Crook 

recalled: “Dr Peter 
Thomas’ actions saved 
the life of my baby sis¬ 
ter, Linda. 

“It was a frosty winter 
morning in Wick village 
many years ago and 
Linda - at the time just 
nine months old - had 
been screaming all night, 
so we phoned for Dr 
Thomas. 

“It turned out Linda 
had a burst appendix. 

Her life was in danger 
and every second count¬ 
ed as peritonitis had set 
in. She fell silent as her 
life ebbed away. 

“It’s only thanks to the 
quick thinking and dedi¬ 
cation of Doctor Thomas 
that she is alive and well 
today. 

“We were later 
informed that Linda was 
the youngest person on 
record at the time to sur¬ 
vive the operation and 
even today it is extreme¬ 
ly rare that a baby of 
nine months suffers from 
appendicitis. 

“Months later, Linda 
was allowed home but 
cried as she left the nurs¬ 
es in Bridgend Hospital: 
by then she didn’t recog¬ 
nise her own family. 

“Whenever the family 
saw Doctor Thomas he 
always made time to dis¬ 
cuss the event, explain¬ 
ing that on that day he 
had experienced a pre¬ 


monition that something 
was seriously wrong! 

Linda has gone on to 
be a healthy, active indi¬ 
vidual, becoming a 
Zumba fitness instructor 
and having a family of 
her own. 

Mrs Sue Brew of 

Boverton remembered: 
“It was around Christmas 
day in 1980 when my 
three-year-old daughter 
Nicola was very ill. 

“Dr Thomas came out 
- even though he was 
not on call - and he 
came back every day 
until she was better.” 

Diane Winstone (nee 


Baldwin) remembered: 
“It was 60 years ago that 
Dr Thomas came into 
my life. I was six years 
old and it was the time 
of the polio epidemic. 

“I can remember him 
coming to see me and he 
was so concerned that he 
took me to Bridgend 
Hospital himself for a 
second opinion! 

“Over the years, he 
had a great deal to do 
with our family. When 
my mother was terminal¬ 
ly ill, he came every 
evening for weeks to set¬ 
tle her down for the 
night. I will always 


remember his ability to 
lift one’s spirits with his 
amazing bedside man¬ 
ner.” 

There were other for¬ 
mer patients who 
remembered his sense of 
humour. One resident 
told The GEM: “My 
brother-in-law went to 
see Dr Thomas to have 
his ears syringed - and 
he was terrified. 

“As Dr T went to 
place the syringe in his 
ear, he passed out, fell 
off the chair and banged 
his head on the floor. 

“He was taken to the 
waiting room, bandaged, 


and given a cup of tea. It 
was something that we 
all used to laugh about 
whenever we saw Dr T.” 

Wendy Thomas 
recalled: “He could 
always see the funny 
side of things. 

“My father went to 
see him with a blood sac 
on his neck, and Dr 
Thomas called out: 

‘ Nurse, can you come in 
and hold this man’s 
thingyV 

“It was something we 
would always laugh 
about whenever we saw 
him!”

Message to Vale tenants 
over homes transfer... 

‘It’s up to you!’ 


THE Vale MP, 
Alun Cairns, said 
this week there 
should be a cap on 
the hundreds of 
thousands of 

pounds earned by 
barristers from 
legal aid, to enable 
people to get fund¬ 
ing to fight smaller 
cases. 

In a question on the 
floor of the House of 
Commons, Mr Cairns 
highlighted the fact that 
some barristers earn 
hundreds of thousands 
of pounds in legal aid 
and that a cap would 
help the taxpayer. 


Mr Cairns, who sug¬ 
gested the Justice 
Minister introduce a cap, 
argued: 

“It cannot be right 
that some senior barris¬ 
ters earn hundreds of 
thousands of 

pounds... when some 
constituents are left 
without legal aid to fight 
smaller scale cases.” 

Mr Cairns says he has 
a particular interest in 
community care and 
special educational 
needs, and explained 
that every week he sees 
or hears of cases where 
local authorities across 
Wales fail to meet their 


legal obligations in 
answering the needs of 
children or those in care. 

He said, “When coun¬ 
cillors, MPs and AMs 
fail to make progress, 
resorting to law is often 
the only way to succeed. 

“Legal Aid is often 
needed for such cases 
and is not available. 

“I would like to see a 
cap on the hundreds of 
thousands of pounds 
awarded to individual 
barristers for single 
cases - so that more will 
be available for some of 
the most vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in society.” 

Mr Cairns added that 


he could not understand 
why such people were 
able to earn hundreds of 
thousands of pounds 
from the public purse, 
and had started a cam¬ 
paign in Parliament to 
change it. 

• Locally, Plaid 
Cymru candidate for the 
Assembly Dr Ian 
Johnson has expressed 
concern over the impact 
of proposed changes to 
the legal aid system, 
especially with the 
planned closure of the 
Vale Magistrates Court 
this December. 

Dr Johnson said the 
Coalition Government 
recently ended a consul¬ 
tation on legal aid 
changes, and that the 
proposals represent “a 
severe cut in the services 
for which legal aid can 
be requested”. 

He said: “I am very 
concerned that these 
proposed cuts to legal 
aid could leave many 
people without represen¬ 
tation in court and lead 
to injustices. 

“These proposed cuts 
include the right to sup¬ 
port when dealing with 
issues of family law, 
immigration, housing 
and welfare benefits - 
all of which are crucially 
important for the people 
involved,” Dr Johnson 
concluded. 


T HIS month 
sees Vale 
Council ten¬ 
ants vote on 
whether their 
homes should 
transfer from coun¬ 
cil control to 
Heritage Coast 
Homes, a new, inde¬ 
pendent, not-for- 
profit housing 
organisation. 

This is a decision for 
our tenants; all we ask is 
that they use their vote 
and they have until April 
5 to do so. 

Transfer can only go 
ahead if that is what ten¬ 
ants want. 

It can only happen if 
the majority of tenants 
who vote in the ballot, 
vote in favour. 

If transfer goes ahead, 
Heritage Coast Homes 
would plan to deliver a 
programme of around 
£86 million of repairs 
and improvements to 
tenants’ homes and 
estates, bringing them up 
to the Welsh Housing 
Quality Standard. This 
would include new 
kitchens and bathrooms, 
new doors, and central 
heating. 

Unlike the council, 
Heritage Coast Homes 
would also have a budg¬ 
et of £25 million to 


spend on major estate 
design issues. 

Significant service 
improvements are also 
promised to tenants by 
Heritage Coast Homes 
particularly in respect of 
tackling anti social 
behaviour. If you are a 
tenant, please use your 
vote. 

Court 

closure 

People across the 
Vale have been outraged 
to hear that the Vale 
Magistrates ’ Court has 
been earmarked for clo¬ 
sure. 

What is particularly 
disappointing is that the 
decision has been made 
even though the court 
meets the criteria to 
remain open, and it is 
being closed despite its 
level of spare capacity 
being less than Cardiff’s. 

The council has 
decided to mount a legal 
challenge to the Ministry 
of Justice’s decision to 
close the court and we 
are demanding a judicial 
review. 

The court is an inte¬ 
gral part of the Vale and 
we will do our utmost to 
protect its future. 

New school 

It was a pleasure to 
visit Cowbridge 
Comprehensive last 
week for the official 


opening of the new 
school. 

A ceremony was held 
to mark the occasion, 
with the youngest boy at 
the school, year-7’s 
William Smith, and eld¬ 
est girl, year-13’s Olivia 
Hulme, proudly declar¬ 
ing their new school 
officially open with a 
ceremonial cutting of a 
ribbon, specially made 
in the school’s colours 
by its GCSE textiles 
department. 

The fully fit-for-pur- 
pose school, jointly 
funded by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council and 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government, opened its 
doors to students in 
September 2010. 

It was decided that the 
official event would take 
place once pupils and 
staff had had a chance to 
settle in to their new, 
modem surroundings.

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Local car dealer pays 
out £10,000 costs after 
his ‘series of offences’ 


A BARRY car dealer 
has been sentenced to 
a 12-month communi¬ 
ty order and ordered 
to pay £10,000 costs, 
for a series of offences 
connected with his 
vehicles. 


Nasser Asfi (39) 
admitted eight charges 
before Vale magistrates 
of placing unsafe cars on 
the market, selling a 
vehicle to a woman with¬ 
out disclosing it had been 
an insurance loss, and he

had been committed to 
the crown court for sen¬ 
tence. 

The Recorder, Paul 
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Hopkins, told Asfi: “The 
public have the right to 
expect that cars available 
for sale are safe and road¬ 
worthy. Making those 
cars available for sale 
was extremely serious.” 

Asfi was also ordered 
to carry out 260 hours 
unpaid work and to pay 
£1,000 compensation to 
Hayley Porter of Avon, 
for selling her the vehicle 
and failing to indicate it 
had been an insurance 
loss. 

Asfi was said to have 
convictions for 49 
offences - including 
deception, handling 
stolen goods, driving 
offences, failing to keep 
accounting records, driv¬ 
ing with excess alcohol, 
obstructing the police, 
perjury, and driving 
while disqualified. 

Lee Reynolds, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of Vale 
Trading Standards, said 
Asfi committed the 
offences when running 
two premises in Barry 
known as Trade Price 
Cars UK. 

He said that dealers 
were not allowed to place 
on the market unsafe 
products. 

On May 14 last year, 
council officers and an 
engineer carried out 
inspections of a number 
of vehicles Asfi had for 
sale. 


They discovered eight 
with defects. 

A VW Lupo had a tyre 
below the legal limit, a 
frame section was dam¬ 
aged and distorted, and 
the majority of the 
frontal panels were mis¬ 
aligned. 

A Peugeot 306, a 
Renault Clio, an MGZS, 
a Peugeot 206, another 
Peugeot 306, an MG ZR 
and a Renault Megane 
also had many defects. 

Mr Reynolds pointed 
out that Ms Porter had 
bought a Peugeot 206 
from Asfi, which was a 
category D insurance 
write-off. 

Had she known, said 
Mr Reynolds, she would 
not have bought it. 

She paid £5,000 for it, 
but if the details had been 
revealed, it would have 
cost her £1,000 less. 

Asfi’s counsel David 
Pinnell said all the faults 
were rectified and the 
eight vehicles were not 
actually sold. 

At the time, Asfi had 
80 vehicles on his two 
sites and most of them 
had no faults. 

“I am afraid I cannot 
go behind his bad record. 
He had a good business 
and stood on his own 
feet. He is the head of a 
large family. That busi¬ 
ness no longer exists.”

I DO everything 
to ensure that 
my column in 
The GEM is not 
party political; as 
the MP for the 
area, I do all I can 
to ensure that I 
represent all peo¬ 
ple from the Vale, 
irrespective of 
their party views. 

As a result, I am 
happy to question 
and criticise the gov¬ 
ernment when I think 
they are wrong. 

Last week, howev¬ 
er, an advertisement 
was published in The 
GEM, which was 
launching a ‘Vale of 
Glamorgan against 
the Cuts’ group.

means that the 
national debt of £3 
trillion remains 
untouched. It is also 
worth noting that 
there are significant 
private finance initia¬ 
tive payments that 
also need to be 
accounted for. 

Such sums are so 
large, they are diffi¬ 
cult to picture and 
comprehend. 

Therefore, deci¬ 
sions have been made 
to cut public spend¬ 
ing and to increase 
some taxes. 

All individuals, 
families and busi¬ 
nesses have to live 
within their means. 

We cannot keep 
running up debts on 
the nation’s credit 
card. We will go 
bankrupt if we do 
and then the cuts will 
be much more 
severe. 

It is interesting 
(and frustrating!) to 
note that those who 
oppose cuts are also 
opposed to changes 
that will also help 
balance the books, 
such as - a cap on 
benefits, the increase 
in VAT, welfare 
reform that will 
make work pay, 
changes to child ben¬ 


efit payments, Legal 
Aid reform, the 
strategic defence and 
security review, 
tuition fee increases, 
and many more. 

I also want to 
remind readers that 
before the election, 
all parties agreed 
that there was a need 
to cut spending. 

The last govern¬ 
ment proposed a 
budget that would 
also have meant sig¬ 
nificant reductions. 

In fact, George 
Osborne’s reduction 
in spending is a tiny 
fraction more than 
those proposed by 
Alistair Darling.

The alternative is 
to run up a debt on 
the nation’s credit 
card and for the 
country to go bank¬ 
rupt in a similar way 
to any individual or 
business, leading to 
mass unemployment, 
drastic cuts in servic¬ 
es and a long haul 
back to normality. 

Opposing cuts 
could be a credible 
and respectable 
standpoint - but only 
if those individuals 
or groups say what 
else they would cut 
instead, or by how 
much extra and from 
whom they would 
increase taxes. 

I haven ’t yet seen 
anyone or any group 
make a credible case.^J

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St Athan planning report 
is published by Assembly 


THE planning inspec¬ 
tor’s report into the now- 
stalled St Athan defence 
academy project has been 
published by the National 
Assembly. 

The decision by Deputy First 
Minister Ieuan Wyn Jones to 
release the inspector’s report on 
the St Athan development has 
been welcomed by Plaid 
Cymru’s AM Chris Franks, and 
by the Conservative AM 
Andrew RT Davies. 

The report (available on the 
Assembly website) runs to more 
than 70 pages and goes into 
detail on all aspects of the plan 
to create a Defence Technical 


College (DTC) and an 
Aerospace Business Parrk 
(ABP) on the site. 

Although the DTC has been 
shelved pending a Government 
decision on future training 
needs, the report looks closely 
at the changes that might still 
occur if a modified project 
should get the go-ahead. 

In particular, planned com¬ 
pulsory purchase orders are dis¬ 
cussed. Important areas identi¬ 
fied are near St Athan and 
Llantwit Major, and at Gileston 
Old Mill on the B4265, and also 
at Weycock Cross on the north¬ 
ern edge of Barry, 

Andrew RT Davies said: 
“The Minister’s apparent reluc¬ 
tance to release these papers 


until now has fuelled wide¬ 
spread concern in Llantwit and 
St Athan, and the information 
contained within the inspector’s 
report will provide a welcome 
insight into the direction that the 
inquiry took.” 

He added: “The report should 
be seen in the context of the 
broader discussion around the 
developments on RAF St Athan 
and it is now high time for the 
Minister for Economy at the 
National Assembly to make 
clear the Assembly 
Government’s intentions, or 
otherwise, as to the future of the 
Aerospace Park.” 

Chris Franks is also asking 
for more information in a num¬ 
ber of areas. He said: “The 


shape and size of the business 
park will have to change 
because the government 
scrapped the large-scale defence 
training development that was 
proposed at St Athan. 

“Many residents wish to 
know what the future of the site 
is. We all know that the UK 
Government has promised a fur¬ 
ther decision soon. 

“I have raised local concerns, 
particularly those raised by 
Llanmaes Community Council 
with the Deputy First Minister 
and Plaid Leader Ieuan Wyn 
Jones, regarding the possibility 
of a large-scale housing devel¬ 
opment.” 


‘Fair dea / 7 is an Insult to our community 


Trade unions and community 
groups throughout the Vale 
have united to campaign 
against unprecedented cuts 
that are sweeping the country. 

The ‘Vale of Glamorgan 
Against the Cuts’ (VGAC) 
group is working to raise 
awareness of the impact that 
the cuts are having and will 
increasingly have within the 
local community. 

VGAC is concerned about 
the long-term impacts that will 
arise within Cardiff and the 
Vale healthcare as a result of 
the £80 million shortfall that 
will arise from the April 2011 
budget. With such a massive 
budget shortfall, coupled with 
the application of recruitment 
freezes in certain areas, the 
impact for patients could be 
catastrophic. VGAC is also 
alarmed that attacks are being

made on essential services and 
that so-called non-essential 
services such as leisure are 
under increasing threat of pri¬ 
vatisation. 

Jenny Griffin, VGAC 
spokesperson, said: “We are 
experiencing the biggest chal¬ 
lenge for a generation. The 
Westminster government’s 
assault on the welfare state is 
ideologically driven. They are 
making a political choice to 
cut Baby Bonds, Child Benefit 
and Sure Start - and they now 
have Disability Living 
Allowance and Incapacity 
Benefit in their sights. 

“It is shocking to see servic¬ 
es such as school crossing 
patrols facing attack - it is the 
right of every single school 


child to travel to school safely, 
and that level of safety is being 
put in jeopardy to save money. 
How can putting a price on a 
child’s life be justified? 

“In Wales, we are experi¬ 
encing a substantial budget 
reduction that has been hand¬ 
ed to us by the ConDems. 
There is already an education 
funding gap of £604 per pupil 
in our education system - yet 
Cameron claims that Wales is 
receiving a fair deal’. 
Frankly, I don’t think Wales is 
receiving anywhere near as 
fair’ a deal as the likes of 
Barclays Chief Executive Bob 
Diamond, who got a bonus of 
£6.5m for 2010. 

“It really is an insult to our 
communities and those that 
work hard to deliver services 
to support those communities. 
Our society and welfare state 


is being made to pay because 
of the mistakes made by the 
financial sector. There is £123 
billion of uncollected, avoided 
and evaded taxes that could be 
collected by the UK govern¬ 
ment - yet they would rather 
allow those less well off in 
society to take the pain. VGAC 
is working to bring these issues 
to the forefront. Cameron’s 
‘Big Society’ is all smoke and 
mirrors and we want the Vale 
community to be aware of the 
facts. ”

“They said that they wanted a place to ‘hang out’ 
in the evenings which was alcohol free and where 
they could do a variety of things. 

“The lounge will have four computers with inter¬ 
net access to help them do homework if they want, 
and there will also be a TV set up to play computer 
games.” 

She added that a meeting place such as this 
would mean that young people would also be able 
to get advice from older, qualified people in the 
YMCA. 

The April open day will be a chance to meet any¬ 
one involved with the day-to-day operation of the 
YMCA, including members of the management 
board and people who use the centre. 

Lisa said: “We do have some meeting rooms 
available to hire, so anyone interested can take a 
good look round and ask any questions they want.” 

Another new activity at the YMCA is the ‘Y- 
Wednesday’ Group, which meets once a week and 
caters for children and young people (aged seven to 
16) with special needs. 


The equipment for this new group was funded by 
the charity appeal of former Bridgend County 
Borough Mayor, Cleone Westwood. 

In fact, this charity fund also paid for two of the 
computers in the young person’s coffee lounge 
while the other two were supplied by the Bridgend 
Lions Club. 

The Lions, of course, have a long-standing rela¬ 
tionship with the YMCA in Angel Street, as it is the 
venue for the club’s massive book sale weekends. 

The most recent, said Lisa Gilchrist, raised 
£9,000! 

She added: “One thing people tend to forget is 
that we are a registered charity, and we do need to

raise our own funds and look for value for money. 

“Because of that, we want to get the maximum 
value from our new kitchen attached to the coffee 
shop, which has been upgraded and is well 
equippped. 

“We have a steady flow of people using the cen¬ 
tre during the day, so we are looking for voluteers 
to run that kitchen. 

“We would even consider an offer from a com¬ 
mercial concern who might want to use it.” 

She added: “The YMCA’s upgrade includes 
CCTV and modem alarm systems, so we can offer 
a high level of security, both inside the building and 
in the car park.”

I F Hollywood 
has taught us 
anything about 
aliens, it is that 
they are out there, 
and more often 
than not, they are 
more than happy to 
blow us to 
smithereens before 
a dramatic fight- 
back sends them 
scuttling home. 

While aliens and their 
invasions prove fertile 
ground to screenwriters 
and directors, some 
films just fail to work - 
Skyline was one of 
them. This preposterous 
film about an alien inva¬ 
sion in Los Angeles was 
a cliched disaster, some¬ 
thing the makers of 
Battle Los Angeles may 
have taken note of, as 
the bones of the story 
are the same. 

Battle Los Angeles 
follows an alien inva¬ 
sion as a group of 
marines (led by Aaron 
Eckhart) must defend 
Los Angeles from being 
overtaken by extra-ter¬ 
restrial invaders... 

In order to distance 
itself from the tradition¬ 
al ‘alien invasion’ films, 
the makers of Battle Los 
Angeles wanted to make 
a war film where it just 
so happened the enemy 
was extra terrestrial, not 


our fellow man. 

This approach does¬ 
n’t really pay any divi¬ 
dends as ultimately it 
works in the same way 
as many other invasion 
films, albeit with an 
onus on realism. 

The build-up to the 
actual battle is cleverly 
executed, with captions 
breaking down the main 
characters and the situa¬ 
tion as it unfolds, while 
shaky, hand-held cam¬ 
eras lend proceedings an 
intimacy and reality. 

Of course, all the por¬ 
tents of doom are clev¬ 
erly signposted (the 
couple getting married, 
the officer who is retir¬ 
ing from active duty) 
and once the set-up is 
over, we more or less 
get wall-to-wall action 
and excitement. 

However, despite 
Jonathan Liebsman’s 
strong directorial skills, 
what follows may more 
than satisfy in terms of 
action but offers very 
little fresh or inventive. 

Liebsman apes the 
visceral visual style that 
is becoming more and 
more common, getting 
the camera in among the 
action, But the actual 
set-pieces themselves 
often become a blur of 
over-the-top editing and 
endless gunfire and 
explosions. 

The special effects, as 
you would expect, are 


reducing Los Angeles 
and a variety of other 
cities to ash and rubble, 
and they look and feel 
seamless; but away 
from the fancy cosmet¬ 
ics and visuals there is 
very little to hold your 
attention. 

The story, scripted by 
Christopher Bertolini, is 
merely the frame on 
which to hang the action 
and explosions, and 
reeks of predictability, 
from the storyline to the 
characters that inhabit it. 

Such paper thin char¬ 
acterisation ill serves 
the cast, with only 
Aaron Eckhart, as the 
retiring sergeant pulled 
back into the fold once 
the invasion begins, 
having anything resem¬ 
bling a narrative hook, 
and the actor, though far 
too good for material 
like this, provides a 
decent turn. 

The one thing that 
fans of computer games 
such as Call of Duty 
may notice is how 
closely the film resem¬ 
bles them - the smoky 
streets, endless ‘bad 
guys’ and missions to 
fulfil before you can 
progress to the next part 
of the story. It all high¬ 
lights that Battle Los 
Angeles probably would 
have made an excellent 
‘shoot-em-up’ game; as

it is, it is merely a 
diverting, if ultimately 
forgettable, action 
movie.

In the footsteps of Wales’ 
industrial pioneers 


PENARTH A 

A GROUP of ten walkers 
and Jodie the dog joined 
leaders Krys and Pam at 
Radyr station on a rather 
overcast, cloudy morning, 
and they left via Junction 
Terrace which led them 
towards the Danescourt 
housing estate. 

This suburb of Cardiff was 
originally a separate village and 
developed after the Norman inva¬ 
sion of Wales at the beginning of 
the 12th century. 

It formed part of the Cantref of 
Miskin, which was a medieval 
land division, deriving from the 
Welsh cant, meaning one hundred 
and tref meaning town. 

The early settlement developed 
around the Norman church and 
manor house now known as 
Danescourt. During the 15th cen¬ 
tury the area became a wasteland 
and in 1469, Thomas Mathew 
inherited it through marriage and 
built Radyr Court an imposing 
manor house, where courts were 
held until it was destroyed by fire 
in the 19th century. 

Crossing some wasteland from 
where there are good views 
towards Castell Coch, Craig yr 
Allt and the Wenallt, they fol¬ 
lowed a narrow road and went 
underneath a railway bridge to 
join the banks of the River Taff 
and walked towards Llandaff 
North Bridge. 

Crossing the bridge they 
entered Hailey Park which has 
been open for public recreation 
since 1926 and joined part of the 
Taff Trail which is popular with 
joggers, walkers and cyclists. 


,ND DISTRICT 

They passed under a disused 
railway bridge and reached the 
Melingriffith Pump. 

The Melingriffith Tinplate 
Works, built in 1794 just across 
the River Taff from Radyr, was 
built on the site of an old com mill 
and became the largest employer 
of local workers in its two hundred 
year history. 

The tin mills were powered by 
water drawn from the Taff down 
the Melingriffith feeder stream but 
the only visible sign today is the 
dry feeder stream and the restored 
water pump opposite Oak Cottage, 
the rest of the area has been built 
over. 

Heading away from the Taff 
Trail the group passed a housing 
estate where the tinplate works 
once stood and joined what is left 
of the old Glamorgan Canal. 

Constmction of the canal began 
in 1790 on the 25-mile route from 
Merthyr Tydfil to the port of 
Cardiff and with a drop of 165- 
metres, fifty locks were installed. 

Richard Crawshay was a major 
shareholder in the canal company 
and treated the canal as his proper¬ 
ty, until other ironmasters on the 
opposite side of the River Taff 
became annoyed at paying tolls 
and built the Merthyr Tramroad. 

Eventually the canal was closed 
in 1951 as years of coal mining in 
the surrounding area had caused 
subsidence, and what is left is now 
a nature reserve. 

Leaving the canal, they passed 
the award winning Amersham 
International building before 
rejoining the Taff Trail to Radyr 
Weir. From 1749, iron from 
Pentyrch was transported by pack- 
horse, then tub boats were used on

the Taff and passed through the 
feeder via a lock at Radyr Weir, 
but this practice ended in 1815 and 
a tramway was built. 

Crossing the Taff via a foot¬ 
bridge the group made their way 
back to Radyr station, which 
opened in 1863 when the popula¬ 
tion began to grow as the Taff Vale 
and then the Great Western 
Railway brought employment to 
the area. 

Radyr stone has been used for 
decorative work in the Cardiff 
area, including Llandaff 
Cathedral, buildings at Cardiff 
Docks and bridges on the Taff 
Vale railway line.

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Cowbridge 
school skiers 
show promise 
for the future 



The school entered two teams for the pres¬ 
tigious UK school championships for the 
10th consecutive year. Many of last year’s 
successful team had left, and it was the 
turn of the younger and less experienced 
boys to compete at this level. 

The school team were led by year-13 pupil 
George Spill, who was the only registered skier 
among the boys; year-9 Nicky Griffiths, year-8 Ben 
Thomas, and year-7 Harry Hopkins, were all skiing 
in their first snow race. 

Due to lack of funding, the boys and their parents 
paid all of the costs of transport, hotel, and ski pass 
etc themselves. The team travelled out on a Friday 
ready for race training with Tim the instructor on 
Saturday. They worked on slalom in the morning and 
giant slalom in the afternoon. 

Saturday night was spent working on their skis - 
sharpening and waxing, which the newcomers found 
both interesting and tiring. 

An early start on Sunday on the slopes was greet¬ 
ed by glorious sunshine and the dual slalom race. 
This is a head-to-head relay of four competitors in a 
knock-out format. 

Cowbridge A team, led by Harri Hitchcock and 
followed by Matthew Goodlad, Jack Phillips and 
George Spill, defeated Ludgrove School from 
Oxford. 

Cowbridge B team, led by Ben Thomas, got off to 
a good start, which Harry Hopkins kept up, but sadly 
Nicky Griffiths skied out, leaving brother Jamie 
Griffiths in the trail of Tonbridge School Kent. 

The A team’s second round opponents were Reeds 
A team, the hot favourites to win the dual slalom 
plus the team event in the next two days. Harri 
Hitchcock gave former pupil Sam Stevens a fight, 
beating him to the first two poles, but Sam’s experi¬ 
ence told to give Reeds the lead, which they kept 
throughout the two races. The Cowbridge quartet did 
themselves proud against a very strong school that 
went on to win the dual slalom. 

Monday was the giant slalom race, held under the 
Alpen Tower black piste. Morning course inspection 
started at 8.15am with boys and parents leaving the 
hotel at 7.15am. 

The course, over 44 gates, was a daunting task for 
the three newcomers, but they met the challenge and 
finished the course. 

George Spill as captain showed his experience as 
he finished eighth overall out of 170 skiers. He was 
fourth in his age group in a time of 56.15secs. Other 
times were: Harri Hitchcock: 62.46s, Matthew 
Goodlad: 63.63s, Jamie Griffiths: 67.38s. Jack 
Phillips had a fall but finished the course. 

Nicky Griffiths had a great first run in 65.45s, 
closely followed by Ben Thomas (71.87) and Harry 
Hopkins (72.71). 

For the team award, the school has to finish any 
three in each race out of four to be in contention. 

The second race was giant slalom; all the boys 
completed this to keep the team event going. 

Tuesday brought another glorious day for the 
more challenging slalom course on the black piste, 
which included more than 50 gates, with many com¬ 
binations. George Spill led from the front with only 
one skier not completing one of the three courses. 
This meant that the team was in with a shout!

ONCE again, Barry has played 
host to one of the toughest races 
in the world calendar. 

The Barry 40 Miles Track Race 
has become a cult event. Born exact¬ 
ly 25 years ago on the Jenner Park 
cinder track, it has developed into an 
international class endurance race 
that is known around the world in 
ultra-distance circles, and is a major 
trial for international team selection. 

Three athletes who have triumphed 
at Barry have gone on to win the 
World 100 km crown. In the past 24 
editions of the event, 57 world best 
performances have been set. 

An excellent field of 25 athletes 
from all parts of the UK entered, of 
whom 22 toed the line. However, the 
one factor that can never be deter¬ 
mined is the weather. 

As the gun went at 10am, the 
heavens opened. This wasn’t quite 
what the runners were hoping for. 

The other deterrent was the energy¬ 
sapping blustery wind that seemed to 
be snapping at the heels of the ath¬ 
letes all the way through. 


With athletes coming from around 
the UK, the overall winner was 
George Dayantis (Christchurch 
Runners), with a time of four hours, 
24.17 seconds, seven-and-a-half min¬ 
utes clear of Paul Fernandez of 
Abingdon Harriers. 

Two women entries were in fourth 
and fifth place: Adela Salt 
(Trentham) and Karen Rushton 
(South West Vets), and it was the first 
time that two women had broken the 
five-hour barrier at Barry. 

The third lady to finish was Jen 
Salter, in eighth place overall and 
improving her personal best by 10 
minutes in 5:09:15. This won Jen the 
Welsh Ultra Championship, and for 
the first time, the fastest Welsh lady 
also beat the fastest Welsh man. 

Loretta Daley also recorded a per¬ 
sonal best of 5:50:48, this time by 
five minutes in taking silver. 

Mark Baker (Northbrook AC) took 
the Welsh Men’s title in 5:37:03, a 
triumph for persistence as he had pre¬ 
viously won silver and bronze in four 
attempts.

Can Wales add to French blues? 


“Tough times produce tough men. Playing against 
the top teams in the world (from the southern 
hemisphere) has made us battle-hardened and 
that’s why we were able to win today. It might not 
have happened before - Shaun Edwards. 

“We matched their physicality and it’s given us a 
lot of confidence” - Matthew Rees. 

T HE Wales defence coach and 

team captain were talking in the 
immediate aftermath of a pulsat¬ 
ing game against Ireland at the 
Millennium Stadium on Saturday, that 
saw the home team record their third 
Six Nations victory in a row with anoth¬ 
er robust defensive effort. 

The final scoreboard read 19-13, after a 
typically hard-fought match that could hard¬ 
ly qualify as a rugby classic - but was cer¬ 
tainly high in drama and excitement. 

This was played out in front of a fervent 
74,233 capacity crowd, who would have 
raised the stadium roof if it hadn’t been left 
open at the request of the Irish camp - pre¬ 
sumably in a forlorn attempt to lower the 
intimidating volume of sound! 

And drama there was in plenty almost 
from the opening whistle, as Irish skipper 
Brian O’Driscoll angled through a gap in the

defensive line for a worryingly easy try con¬ 
verted by outside half Ronan O’Gara. 

Wales opposite number James Hook, who 
looked very comfortable in his favoured 
Number 10 role, then hit the upright with his 
first penalty attempt, before successfully 
landing two others; and newly-restored right 
wing Leigh Halfpenny also punished Irish 
transgressions with a fine long range effort. 

O’Gara replied with two penalty kicks that 
little did we know would be the end of Irish 
scoring, as the teams turned round with 
Wales 9-13 in arrears. 

Ten minutes into the second half came the 
controversial incident, that has since domi¬ 
nated the media headlines, when an Irish 
miskick to touch saw skipper Matthew Rees 
take a quick throw-in to scrum half Mike 
Phillips, who caught the defence napping and 
galloped along the touchline for a try which 
man-of-the-match Hook smoothly converted. 

It later transpired that the throw-in (and 
the touchdown) should have been disallowed 
as a different ball had been used, to the utter 
consternation of the Irish camp - though in 
truth they had unwisely ignored the time- 
honoured boxing maxim - ‘always face your 
opponent and be prepared to defend yourself at 
all times’. 


Soon afterwards, a still smarting Ireland 
had a try disallowed and replacement outside 
half Jonathan Sexton then added to their 
woes with a missed penalty, before Hook 
applied the coup de gras with his final suc¬ 
cessful penalty. 

The gritty home defence had to withstand 
one last frenzied onslaught from the men in 
green deep into injury time, but held out as 
the final whistle went, amid scenes of jubila¬ 
tion and Welsh camp satisfaction at a diffi¬ 
cult job well done. 

Afterwards, Wales head coach Warren 
Gatland had little sympathy for Irish protes¬ 
tations, pointing out, not without some justi¬ 
fication, that Wales too have been on the 
wrong end of match officials’ ‘howlers’ in the 
past that could have been game changers. 

He was happy to accept a result that after 
France’s shock 22-21 defeat by Italy, has left 
Wales well placed in second spot to front 
runners England (who scraped a narrow 22- 
16 win over Scotland on Sunday); and his 
team still have an outside chance of the 
championship, as they head for the last 
round in Paris this weekend. 

Until prop Craig Mitchell went off injured 
in the early stages of the match against 
Ireland, Gatland was facing a dilemma - 


whether to stick with a winning team or risk 
bringing back fit again Adam Jones at tight 
head for Le Crunch. 

Now he has to decide whether to restore 
Jones, who has had 20 minutes game time, to 
the starting line-up - or continue with the 
front row that ended the match on Saturday 
and keep Jones in reserve on the bench. 

An added complication is the injury to 
Shane Williams, which has deprived the little 
maestro of his Six Nations swansong (assum¬ 
ing, of course, that he holds to his declared 
intention to retire after the Rugby World 
Cup later this year). 

His absence could see the return of young¬ 
ster George North, when the team is 
announced today. 

With French players licking their wounds, 
following their humiliating defeat to ‘lowly’ 
Italy - and a vitriolic public tongue-lashing 
from their head coach - the Welsh camp will 
be setting off in good spirits to face a drasti¬ 
cally reshaped France. 

At the same time, despite another impres¬ 
sively rugged defensive display, the team as a 
whole has yet to hit top gear, particularly 
when it comes to all-out attack. 

Perhaps in Paris on Saturday night, we will 
finally see them add to French blues with 
the kind of flowing threequarter movements 
that such hard-won possession deserves!
